MILK QUALITY 


It has been shown repeatedly that clipping 
cows regularly is a definite aid in producing 
high-quality milk. Clipping the udder and 
flanks also makes it much easier to keep 
cows clean. Long hair tends to collect bed-

WINTER FERTILIZER 
APPLICATION “RISKY” 


An lowa State College agronomist warns 
that applying fertilizers on frozen surfaces 
during the winter is “risky business,” 

Since the fertilizer cannot be worked into 
frozen soil, the risk involved is the possible 
loss of nutrients. The possibility of loss Is 
greatest on rolling land, Even though winter 
thaws may melt snow, the soil remains froz- 


en. Nitrogen and potassium may be carried 
away in water from melting snow, If the 
washing is heavy enough to cause soll ero- 
sion, phosphorus aiso might be lost. 

While the chance of loss is less on level 
there is a definite possibility of poor 
distribution within a field, Melting

Because of the chance of fertilizer losses 
or poor distribution, farmers should hold up 


fertilizer applications until the materials can

HOW BREWERY BY- 
PRODUCTS COMPARE 


Michigan State University dairy specialists 
report that dried brewer's grains are worth 
about 60 per cent as much as soybean oil 
meal as a source of protein. They are fairly 
high in fiber, thus are worth only 80 per 
cent as much as No, 2 corn for total digest- 
ible nutrients 

Dried brewer's grains rank above oats and 


wheat bran In feeding value, but below corn 
gluten feed. They may be fed as the only 
protein concentrate along with good hay. 


Wet brewer's grains are worth only 15 per 
cent as much as soybean oil meal as a source 


of protein and about 20 per cent as much as 
corn for T.D.N. They usually contain about 
75 per cent water, so are worth only about 
one-fourth as much as dried brewer's grains. 

As much as 30 pounds of wet brewer's 
grains may be fed per cow per day. A bushel 
weighs about 40 pounds, depending on the 
moisture content. 

Some dairymen store wet brewer's grains 
in a silo during the summer months. They 
become sour, but this does not impair their 
feeding value. They will keep about a week 
if stored in a cool place. 

Malt sprouts are not very palatable. How- 
ever, when fed in limited amounts of not more 
than two pounds per cow per day, they are a 
good dairy feed. Sprouts are worth about 
one-half as much as soybean oil meal as a 
source of protein. 


WILL PAY TO 
DRY CORN 


You can dry ear corn with any heavy-duty 
blower you may have on the farm. With 
thousands of acres of wet corn still standing, 
farmers having a grain blower, forage blower, 
ensilage chopper, straw blower from a 
threshing machine, or similar types of blow- 
ers should consider using this equipment to 
help dry the corn. 

While this unheated air equipment may not 
completely dry corn, it will dry it enough so 
it will keep over winter. Drying can be fin- 
ished next spring when air is warm and dry. 

It is simple to build air ducts for drying 
corn, A duct can be installed at floor level 
along one side of an ordinary crib. Seal the 
side walls above the duct and the ends with 
polyethelene sheets or reinforced building 
paper so the air will have to travel through 
the corn. A center duct will work equally 
well if it can be installed. Round cribs re- 
quire a false floor and tight side walls or a 
center duct. 

Most blowers will satisfactorily force air 
through at least 10 feet of corn. The shal- 
lower the depth of corn, the faster it will dry. 
If the weather remains wet, these blowers 
will keep your corn cool until it is frozen. 


SAVE TREES 
FROM RABBITS 


Since it is almost impossible to grow trees 
where rabbits are numerous, to protect your 
plantings you must get rid of the rabbits. 

Poisoned bait is one of the most successful 
control methods. Strychnine-poisoned oats or 
alfalfa meal are both very effective, but 
should be used with extreme caution. Place 
poison where children, livestock, poultry, and 
pets cannot reach it at any time. Keep un- 
used portions in locked storage. 

Don't feed poisoned rabbit carcasses to 
dogs, cats, or foxes, and remove entrails be- 
fore feeding the rabbit carcasses to hogs or 
chickens. They should be buried where ani- 
mals cannot dig them up. 

Killing rabbits with strychnine does not 
affect the pelt quality. However, the buyer 
should know strychnine was used, since many 
carcasses are resold for use as animal food 
to fur farmers. 

Individual trees may be protected by wrap- 
ping them in the fall with burlap, heavy 
paper, or with a cylinder of one-inch chicken 
mesh placed around the trees. The wrapping 
should be removed early in the spring.

VACCINATE FEEDER 
LAMBS NOW 


Overeating disease, or enterotoxemia, is 
often fatal in sheep. It can be prevented, and 
a vaccine is one of the most effective weap- 
ons available. 

A Colorado pathologist says lambs should 
be vaccinated about a week or 10 days after 
they are brought into the feedlot. It should 
be done before the lambs are placed on a 
concentrated ration, however. 

It is usually best to have a veterinarian 
vaccinate the sheep. If the vaccine is admin- 
istered carelessly, a few wool fibers might be 
introduced into the tissues along with the 
needle. This can cause an abscess to develop, 
which later could mean financial loss. It is 
even possible the abscess will prevent the vac- 
cine from building a high degree of immu- 
nity. 

The disease is caused by a bacterial poison 
that develops in the intestine. It generally 
occurs when lambs are placed on a fattening 
ration, which they will eat in excess of their 
normal needs. 

Indigestion sets in, and an acid condition 
develops in the stomach. The feeds are car- 
ried into the intestine as undigested feed 
Under this condition, bacteria grow rapidly, 
producing a highly toxic substance that 
causes death. 

Vaccine alone cannot prevent overeating 
disease good management practices are 
also required. The vaccination must be done 
while lambs are healthy, since there is no 
known cure once the disease strikes. 


HOGS GET 
FLU, TOO 


With Asian flu posing its threat to the 
nation’s human population, livestock health 
people warn farmers to be on guard against 
another type of influenza which will undoubt- 
edly take its toll of the country’s swine pop- 
ulation this month. 

December is one of the worst months for 
swine flu. The American Foundation for Ani- 
mal Health says it appears suddenly and 
causes a high fever. 

Be alert for signs such as loss of appetite, 
thumpy breathing, coughing, a mucus dis- 
charge from the eyes and nose, and prostra- 





tion. When such symptoms appear, a veterin- 
arian should check the animals to see if flu 
or some other disease is causing the trouble. 

With proper care, animals may recover in 
from four to seven days. Sick hogs should 
be confined to a clean, dry pen, and given 
plenty of water and light. 

Preventive measures against swine flu in- 
clude keeping hogs away from old straw 
stacks, making sure they have dry, draft-free 
quarters, and pasture rotation.

Gruver: When our heifers are fed milk, we tie 
them about an hour before and after they get 
their milk, We try not to crowd them. If one 
Starts sucking, we take her out and keep her 
by herself. 

Pancratz: By adding enough warm water to 
the milk so the calves are not hungry when they 
finish drinking. 

Shipman: Calves are kept in individual stalls 
until they are 2 weeks old; then put in pens 
which have stanchions down one side. They are 
placed in these stanchions at feeding time when 
given a milk substitute followed by grain. 

Clark: Our heifers are taken from their 
mothers and put into individual pens. They are 
kept in these pens until they are switched from 
milk to grain and roughage. We have very little 
trouble with heifers sucking each other. 

Robb: At the young pail-feeding age, grain is 
fed immediately afterward. 

Regli: Our calves are kept in separate stalls 
for three months and they don't start the habit 
of sucking. 

Polly: Separate pens during milk feeding pe- 
riod is best preventive. I use nose rings if I 
have too many to keep separate and sucking 
continues 


Are heifers kept separate from the milking 
herd? How are they housed from 6 months 
to breeding age? 


Gruver: Generally, we keep them from the 
milking herd until they are bred. They are 
housed in a barn or pen where they can go in 
and out at will 

Pancratz: They are kept separate from the 
milking herd. Loose housing is provided. 

Shipman: Heifers are always kept apart from 
the milking herd. If they run with the milking 
herd, they might try to suck the cows, or if 
they would be coming in heat, the cows might 
ride them. Our heifers run outside in the day- 
time, unless we are having inclement weather. 
At night they are housed in a closed barn, heif- 
ers of the same size being put in pens together 

Clark: We keep heifers separated from the 
milking herd. After the heifers are 1 year old 
they are taken from the calf barn and put into 
open sheds with an exercise lot or field. Breed- 
ing-age heifers are put into pasture in lots from 
10 to 12 head and are fed on the open range. 
The only time these heifers are housed is during 
cold, rainy weather or during snow storms. 

Robb: Heifers are kept away from the milk- 
ing herd in a loose-housing setup. 

Regli: We keep heifers and milking herd sepa- 
rated. Heifers are always kept outside, but they 
do have a shed for shelter if it raing too much. 

Polly: Open heifers are kept away from the 
milking herd but bred heifers are put with the 
herd two months before calving, sometimes ear- 
lier, Heifers are fed outside in portable racks. 
Shelter is available for sleeping and loafing. 


What is your breeding program for heifers? 
How long will you keep a slow breeder? 


Gruver: When our heifers are 13 or 14 months 
of age we keep a chart and check them every 
month for heat periods. We breed them when 
they are 15 to 18 months old. Generally, we try 
to have them freshen in the fall of the year; 
most of the time our milk production is low at 
this time.

Most heif- 
ers settle on the first breeding, but in a group 
of five or six, there may be one that will come 
around the second time. 

We would give a heifer more than one chance 
Again, this would depend on how good we ex- 
pected her to be 

Pancratz: We breed our heifers as soon as we 
feel they are old enough, from 16 to 18 months 
Most of them settle on the first service. We 
would keep a problem breeder about a year. 

Shipman: We try to have our heifers freshen 
in the fall, when they are 15 to 20 months of 
age, starting in September. It has been our ex- 
perience that fall-freshening heifers develop 
into better-producing cows. Another factor is the 
price of milk which is usually higher during the 
fall and winter months. 

Most of them settle with one service. There 
may be some that have to be bred three or four 
times. A slow breeder would be kept about 12 
months. 

Clark: We try to breed our heifers to freshen 
at 30 to 34 months of age and we like to have 
them freshen any time after June 1, We would 
not keep a slow breeder very long 

Robb: Our heifers are bred when they are be- 
tween 15 and 20 months of age) We space their 
freshening dates throughout the year. When we 
begin to get too many at one time, we spread 
them out. Most heifers settle on first service, 
The average number of times of service is 1%. 

We would keep a slow breeder for two lacta- 
tions or longer, depending upon the breeding of 
the animal 

Regli: We breed our heifers when they are 15 
months old as we like to have them freshen at 
2 years. We have them bred to freshen in Feb- 
ruary or March and in this way they have a full 
pasture season ahead of them. Most heifers set- 
tle the first or second time, although one or 
two may have to be bred three to five times be- 
fore settling 

If they don't settle by the time they are 3 
years old, they are butchered 

Polly: Heifers are bred to calve in September 
or October, with calving age at 30 to 36 months, 
barring breeding trouble. The average number 
of times heifers have to be serviced would prob- 
ably average 2 to 2% over the years. The aver- 
age conception rate is considerably lower since 
I changed from an artificial insemination to 
natural service of both cows and heifers. 

I keep a siow breeder until she conceives. 
Very little culling can. be done until I have 
reached the desired herd size. 


How are heifers fed when they approach 
freshening? 


Gruver: We cut down on the corn and add 
molasses, 

Pancratz: They are brought into the barn and 
fed and cared for the same as the milking herd. 

Shipman: About six weeks before freshening 
we place the heifers with the milking herd and 
start feeding them the regular milking ration 

Clark: About 30 days before freshening, heifers 
are brought in from pasture and put into the 
barn. They are fed a small amount of about a 
14 per cent fitting ration 

Robb: We cut down on corn in their grain. 

Regli: We don't change very much. They get 
either hay or pasture, no grain 

Polly: Bred heifers usually are put with the 
milking herd two months before calving and 
grained moderately during that time. 


What do you do if a quarter begins to fill 
on a yearling heifer? What has been your 
experience with premilking? 


Gruver: Our experience with premilking has

milk for 12 days before she freshens, She was 
milking 40 pounds and after freshening she kept 
going up to 50 pounds. We felt we would have 
lost this heifer if we had not premilked he 
Milk before freshening, if necessary. 

Pancratz: We never premilk. 

: Never had any trouble with quarters 
filling on a yearling. We have premilked a few 
heifers before freshening and am confident that 
by doing so I have saved the udder. 

Clark: We examine and treat the heifer; if 
necessary, a veterinarian is called) We have had 
very good results with premilking. 

Robb: Have had no experience with quarters 
filling on yearlings. I find that premilking re- 
lieves the udder so that it doesn't get too large 
This keeps it from breaking away, I have had 
very good results with premilking. 

Regll: If a quarter fills on a yearling, we milk 
it a couple of times, if necessary. We do not 
premilk. We don't feed any grain or concen- 
trate until they freshen and | think that is the 
reason we don't have too much swelling 

Polly: I have had no experience with quarters 
swelling. If necessary, I call a veterinarian, I 
have not premilked any heifers. 


How much milk do you like to have first-calf 
heifers produce daily? 


Gruver: We like our 
from 35 to 45 pounds 

Pancratz: All they are capable of producing. 

Shipman: We feel that 35 or 36 pounds of 
milk is enough for a Jersey heifer to produce 
without causing injury to the udder, She will 
stay in the herd for a longer period of time, 

Clark: Up to 40 pounds 

Robb: About 60 pounds per day 

Regli: From 4 to 5 gallons per day. 

Polly: I don't try for a high peak. What they 
do in 10 months is what counts, All heifers have 
been over 400 pounds butterfat on 2x, 305-day 
actual.

Clark: We try to 
trimmed regularly 

Robb: We have never had to trim heifers’ feet 

Regli: They run out all the time so we don't

Good feeding pays 


D.H.LA. figures show money spent for good feeding is not 


an expense; it is an investment. it can 


figures that tell a very inter- 

esting story. These figures are 
a summary of the herds tested in 
Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tions in Wisconsin last year for 
which feed costs were reported. 

The story is the same one that 
these summaries have been telling 
year after year. If we were look- 
ing at similar figures for any oth- 
er state, the picture would be the 
same. For over half a century, 
since the first testing association 
was organized in this country, the 
same lesson has been brought out 
every year, but still, many dairy- 
men have not learned it. But first, 
let's take a look at the figures. 


| HAVE been looking over some 


Production varies greatly .. . 


Of this group of herds, more 
than a thousand of them, there 
were 36 that averaged only 264 
pounds of butterfat per cow for 
the year. This brought in $225 per 
cow to the owners. They fed $98 
worth of feed per cow, leaving 
$127 to cover all other costs and 
to pay the owner for his labor 

By the time these other costs 
are paid, there certainly will not 
be any fancy wages left for a 
year's work with the number that 
one man could handle. If most of 
the feed has been raised, with a 
little side income from sale of 
veal calves and cull cows, he might 
get by, but he is not going to live 
very extravagantly. 

Now, let's see what a 50-pound 
increase in production did. There 
were 183 herds in the 300-pound 
group. Their milk checks aver- 
aged $282 per cow for the year, 
$57 more than for the lower group. 
It took more feed to get this ex- 
tra 50 pounds of fat at a cost of 
$14 more per cow, but that leaves 
$43 more to pay the owner for his 
labor. Milking 30 cows, it raises 
his pay more than $100 per month. 


Better feeding pays off... 


Going up another SO pounds, 
there were 337 herds, almost a 
third of the group, averaging 350 
pounds of fat. Their milk checks 
averaged $328 per cow, “46 more 
than for the 300-pound herds. Yes, 
it took still more feed to the tune 
of $15 per cow, but that still leaves 
$31 more per cow for labor, about 
a $75 per month wage increase for 
30 cows. And it is $175 better 
than for the 250-pound herds. 

There were 299 herds, not far 
from a third of the group, that 
were able to make the next 50 
pounds, up to the 400-pound mark. 
Their milk check was $48 per cow 
higher than for the 350-pound 
herds. They had to feed an extra 
$15 worth more feed to get it, 
but there was $33 per cow more 
for labor. This is a $1,000 per 
year pay raise, or about $80 per 
month. I'd say this is a very 
worth-while increase 

Yes, 400 pounds is a very good 
herd average, but these were just 
good dairymen, making their liv- 
ing milking cows, not fancy herds. 
As a matter of fact, about one in 


poy big dividends. 


seven of this group of almost 1,100 
herds was able to make the 450- 
pound mark. This upped the milk 
check by $47 per cow. Sure, the 
feed bill went up, too. It was $11 
per cow higher, but who wouldn't 
be willing to spend $11 if he coula 
get $A7 back? 

I wish we could give a different 
answer to this question, but I am 
afraid that, if we are truthful, the 
answer must be that most of them 
are not willing to make this in- 
vestment. Why rot? Because they 
have not yet learned this lesson 
that is just as important to them 
as is the multiplication table to 
their children learning arithmetic 

These figures may seem incredi 
ble, but if we think a little, we 
must realize they could not come 


out any other way. It all comes 
back to the fact that it takes 
quite a bit of feed just to keep 


the cow going, to keep her warm 
and to supply energy for the ac 
tivities of her body. Then some 
is needed for keeping the body in 
repair. If we feed only enough to 
maintain the animal, she cannot 
produce any milk, and there is no 
return for labor : 

If we feed only enough over 
maintenance needs to make 250 
pounds of fat, that is all the cow 
can produce. But most of those 
250-pound cows could give a lot 
more if they were fed better, and 
they would do it with almost no 
increase in the overhead cost for 
maintenance. If we can get the 
same amount of milk with fewer 
cows, the labor returns are going 
to be much greater 

Yes, the lesson in these Dairy 
Herd Improvement Association fig 
ures is an old one. Like the mul- 
tiplication table, it seems very 
simple to those who have learned 
it, but it appears to be a tough 
one for those who have not 

I can remember how one of my 
school teachers used to teach us 
the lessons that we could not seem 
to get. It might work for the 
dairy farmer if we were to send 
all whose herds are not averaging 
a pound of fat per day io the 
blackboard every day until the les 
son is learned. Here is what I 
would have them write 100 times 
a day until they knew it by heart 
“Mooney spent for feed, wisely chos- 
en and fed, is not an expense; it 
is an investment.”

Since two-thirds of the water has 
been removed from the milk to get 
it into concentrated form, it is 
estimated that packaged concen- 


trated milk could be shipped 1,200 
miles for about \% cents per quart 
equivalent.

What effect do you think it will 
have on the retail price of milk? 


Halvorson: The answer to this 
depends on many things.

There probably will 
be very little effect on retail prices 
in surplus areas like Wisconsin 
This is because transportation 
costs do not greatly affect retail 
prices in this surplus milk produc- 
ing state

In deficit areas such as the 
southern states, however, the ef- 
fect of the transportation factor 
may lead to a reduction in retail 
prices of as much as 2 cents per 
quart for store sales. In addition, 
savings from other elements like 
packaging, may result in further 
savings. It should be noted, how- 


ever, that there are added costs in 
concentrating which will partially 
reduce’ transport ind packaging 


savings. The total effect on prices 
could well be a reduction of 3 
cents per quart.

PROGRAM PROSPECTS BRIGHTER 


Ww ith the National Milk Producers Federa- 
tion placing Its stamp of approval on a 
new self-help bill (page 1182) dairy farmers 
get the biggest lift they have had in a long 
time. Previously no two farm or dairy or- 
ganizations had ever agreed on a peacetime 
dairy program. Now the Federation and the 
Grange have joined forces, We are reliably 
informed that at least one other major farm 
organization, and several commodity organi- 
vations, will be on the team now that the 
grange and the federation have ironed out 
their differences 
The key to the federation’s action was a 
dramatic statement by federation president, 
Russell Waltz, before the federation's reso- 
jutions committee, Prior to this year’s con- 
vention, Waltz was reportedly opposed to any 
change in the four-year-old original self-help 
plan, He has never commented publicly on 
the first compromise approach published in 
our February 25 issue 
His silence has been construed to indicate 


his Opposition, or at least a lukewarm atti- 


tude. When he made a flat statement of en 
dorsement in Cincinnati, the green light 
flashed. The latest compromise (reflected in 
the resolution) effected a welding of forces 
sought by prominent federation and grange

In our article, on page 1169, we report not 
only what the product is but what effect it 
an have on dairy farmer income. Obviously, 
the estimates by economists Graf and Halvor- 
on are forecasts and subject to influences as 


yet unknown They do indicate, however, that 


the sterile concentrate is not necessarily an 
economic bonanza to all dairy farmers 
Let's look at the economic realities 


To put it bluntly, the new concentrate is, 
in effect, a highly-palatable evaporated milk. 
In processing and marketing, we must admit 
that such is the case 

This greatly improved product is, however, 


« good that it can replace whole milk on the 


dining room table. At a 3-cents-a-quart sav- 
ing, many people will buy it. This displaces 
fluid milk which is bringing many farmers 
$5 to $6 per hundred (Class I) in the South 
and East. These dairymen must either drop 
their price to meet the concentrate competi- 
tion, convert more of their milk to manufac 
tured products, or go out of business 

Now, let's look at the situation in the 


manufacturing or surplus-producing areas of 
Wisconsin or Minnesota, What economic pres- 
sures are there to force plants to pay more 
for milk going into concentrate than is paid

for milk going into other manufactured prod- 


ucts’ Frankly, we see none, except a possi- 
ble premium for a more uniformly high- 
quality product. Perhaps this is where Graf 
and Halvorson expect a 10-to-20-cents gain. 

Some people may believe that the new con- 
centrate, being cheaper, will stimulate much 
greater sales and thus wipe out the national 
milk surplus problem. This is an appealing 
possibility, but a careful analysis reveals that 
it is highly improbable considering estab- 
lished consumer responses to price changes 
and the volume of surplus milk we are cur- 
rently producing. 

The truth of the matter is the concentrate 
will benefit the consumer, hurt the income of 
southern and eastern dairy farmers, and be 
of limited benefit to North Central dairymen. 

We make these statements not to act as a 
wet blanket but to drive home that we do not 
have the marketing and pricing machinery to 
permit us to share in the gains of this great 
discovery. Here is the creative challenge that 
has not yet been met and solved, 


QUALITY CONTROL DESIRABLE 


HEN Dr. Harold Calbert announced to 

the world that a palatable, sterile con- 
centrated milk had been developed, he made 
one qualifying significant statement, largely 
overlooked by the press. Calbert emphasized 
that to make a good concentrate we must 
have “high-quality milk.” 

The caution and advice of the Wisconsin 
scientist is critically important, in our opin- 
ion. We are reminded of many dairy prece- 
dents testifying to the truth of Calbert’s 
warning. Within the past few years we have 
had personal experience with the new “in- 
stant’ skim milk powder 

On a camping trip with our family a few 
years ago, we stocked up with a high-quality 
skim powder for a prolonged stay deep in the 
north woods, Reconstituted, the milk was 
excellent in flavor. We consumed gallons of 
the product without a single complaint. 

The following year, we decided to purchase 
our food supply closer to our vacation hide- 
away. In a large northern supermarket we 
bought a supply of skim powder bearing a 
nationally-known, widely-advertised brand. 
From a flavor standpoint, it was a sad prod- 
uct. We never did get a top-quality dried 
milk during that trip. 

Later, back at work, we inquired about this 
problem and found that at least one national 
dairy company had been buying powder any- 
where and everywhere, There was no stand- 
ard of uniform high quality. The result has 
been that our family is soured on instant 
powder. We aren't even buying the good 
product now. 

It is our understanding that the University 
of Wisconsin has applied for a “public pat- 
ent” on the new concentrate. This is a gen- 
erous and commendable move. We suggest 
the University exercise strict control over the 
use of the patent. Let its use be restricted 
to those processors who demonstrate that 
they will market only a quality product.

ARE WE TO RETREAT WHEN 
THE BATTLE IS ALMOST WON? 


["MEDIATELY prior to 1953 the federal 

government was spending about $4 million 
per year on brucellosis control. This money 
was used to help the states finance testing 
and share the cost of indemnities on reactor 
animals removed. These funds, plus state ap- 
propriations, brought steady but very slow 
progress. 

Congress, in 1953, moved to accelerate bru- 
cellosis eradication. In a surprise move, and 
without U.S.D.A. request, it authorized diver- 
sion of $15 million of Commodity Credit Cor- 
poration (U.S.D.A. price support agency) 
funds for brucellosis eradication. In 1954 this 
allocation was increased to $20 million. 

On the surface, the legislators’ logic was 
that removal of reactors would cut the dairy 
surplus, Anyone who knows the dairy busi- 
ness would have seen the fallacy of such logic. 
That theory was disproved in the 30's. We 
suspect many legislators knew better, too, but 
voted the funds more for farm relief or po- 
litical purposes. 

In any event, here was the money. The in- 
tent of Congress was clear. Use it! U.S.D.A. 
went to work. The states boosted their ap- 
propriations, too, and a full head of steam 
was built up. 

The results are known to everyone. Vac- 
cinating, testing, and removal of reactors has 
skyrocketed. Counties and states are being 
cleaned up at a remarkable rate. Everyone 
is behind the effort. 

If the momentum is maintained, 1960 could 
find brucellosis joining tuberculosis as a se- 
rious problem of the past in our livestock 
agriculture. Undulant fever in humans would 
be largely a medical memory. 

But a monkey wrench has been thrown. 
From within the office of the Secretary of 
Agriculture comes a recommendation that the 
brucellosis funds be scuttled. Assistants to 
the Secretary of Agriculture argue that the 
C.C.C, diversion was a “crash"’ program, the 
financing method irregular. They recom- 


mended that the $20-million diversion be 
scrapped. In a discussion of the brucellosis 
budget, it was suggested that the regular 


appropriation be Increased “one or two" mil- 
lion. The net effect of this would be to cut 
total available funds about 75 per cent. 

Regardless of the motives of past congres- 
sional action and budgetary irregularity, this 
proposed action by U.S.D.A. is wholly irre- 
sponsible. It could have been conceived only 
by someone ignorant of the livestock industry 
and with no knowledge whatsoever of sound 
principles of disease control. 

Here, essentially, is the picture. The fed- 
eral government has launched « battle against 
an insidious and costly enemy. The states 
have been enlisted as working and financial 
allies. The livestock raisers have been re- 
cruited in an all-out assault on the foe. Now, 
as the enemy is on the run and victory after 
victory is being recorded, “general's aides,” 
with no experience in this type of warfare, 
propose that the offensive be slowed down 
to a crawl. The state governments and the 
farmers recruited by the general are dis- 
mayed to have to look back to see their 
“general” listening to his staff officers, who 
argue that Congress delivered the war money 
in the wrong wrapping paper.

Needs temporary roof 


We lost our two-story § dairy 
barn in a fire a few weeks ago 
and are now starting a new barn. 
Because of finances we will only 
be able to put up the walls and 
mow floor this fall. For this win- 
ter we plan to cover the mow 
floor with roofing and then put 
a regular round roof made of 
home-sawed rafters om next year. 

Do you think a flat roof will be 
all right as a temporary measure?

It is practically impossible to 
keep the flat roof from leaking, 


unless an expensive built-up roof is 


provided. Worse than that, no in- 
sulation is provided over the 
stable. In cold weather the con- 


densation on the underside of the 
roof’ will be so great that it will 
practically rain on the cows 

If you have no alternative for a 
year, cover the flat roof with at 
least one layer of baled hay or 
straw. This will provide some in- 
sulation and reduce the amount of 
condensation which will form, 
The cost of the temporary roof- 
ing material plus the value of the 
hay or straw which will, of course, 
be ruined, and the damage which 
will result to the new structure 
will make a substantial start on 
the cost of a permanent roof.

How much insulation? 


We are building a one-story 
dairy barn with a low gable roof. 
Instead of putting in a flat ceiling 
we are going to insulate the roof 
with l-inch rigid insulation board 
and cover the rafters on the under- 
side with lumber. Do you think 
this is enough insulation?

It is generally more desirable to 
put in a flat ceiling with insula- 
tion above it. There are a number 
of advantages to this. There is 
less space in the stable for the 
animals to heat. A slot-type fresh 
air inlet system can be used. Leaks 
in the roof can be more easily 
detected and much less insulation 
is likely to be spoiled by a roof 
leak. Adequate insulation can more 


easily be provided and is much 
more likely to be done. Home-

fresh concentrate was very similar 
to the sterile product which has 
just been developed. It is believed 
that at least this differential 
would be necessary to secure wide- 
spread adoption of the sterile con- 
centrate. For special uses such as 
vacations and where refrigerator 
space is limited, price is not as 
important a factor in encouraging 
purchases. Thus, the product will 
probaby find certain specialized 
outlets in Wisconsin, even without 
i price advantage. 


What is the likelihood of piants 
in other sections of the country 
adopting this method? 


Graf: Geographically, the im- 
portance of transportation means 
that the greatest conversion would 
in all likelihood occur in surplus 
ireas such as Wisconsin where the 
potential gains would be greatest 

It should be noted, however, 
that processing costs for sterile 
concentrate are only 50 cents per 
hundredweight greater than those 
£ evaporating Since a large 
share of evaporated milk is pro- 
duced in the areas outside of the 
Midwest, the farmers in these 
ireas may get initial benefits from 
this process if the evaporators go 
into it on a large scale and if 
they pass on to producers some 
of the returns from this change in 
operations, 


Do you expect labor union op- 
position? 


Halvorson: It would be a natu- 
ral reaction for them to oppose 
this development since (a) it is a 
concentrated product involving less 
delivery labor per unit, and (b) 
t would result in a further shift 
from home delivery to store sales 

The dairy industry has an obii- 
gation to work out with its labor 


force, methods of making orderly 
adjustment to this or any other 
technological development having 


an impact on labor 


Are there other trade barriers 
that may be imposed on the 
free movement of a sterile con- 
centrate? 


Graf: As yet there are no stand- 
irds for this product. Since it is 
sterile at the outset, it probably 
would be treated as evaporated 
milk or other canned products 
which are commercially sterile 
This means that it would be un- 
controlled by local health authori- 
ties. However, local health offi- 
cers may determine that regulation 
nay be necessary in the public in 
terest. This would be somewhat 
difficult to do in the case of a 
sterile product. However, pres 
sures of local producers and plants 
may stimulate changes in ordi- 
nances in some areas. Unless these 
changes are applied to similar 
products like evaporated milk, they 
could be construed as being dis- 
criminatory and could easily be 
hallenged in the courts. 


Who stands to gain most from 
this new product? 


Halvorson: Consumers generally 
stand to gain most from this new 
product because of a potentially 
lower price, lower space require- 
ments, and some greater conven- 
ience if milk is store purchased. 

Most producer benefits will oc- 
cur in surplus areas far removed 
from deficit areas. These benefits 
will not be as large as those re- 


ceived by consumers. Since pro- 
ducers should get more for this 
product than for an equivalent 
amount of milk used for butter or 
cheese, any increased use of sur- 
plus for the sterile concentrate 
will tend to increase Wisconsin 
farmers’ incomes 

As in the case of producers, 
plants in areag which are export- 
ing this product will tend to gain. 
Unless it is economically feasible 
for plants in deficit areas to go 
into this product, they have noth- 
ing to gain 


What significance might this 
development have on our na- 
tional dairy economy? 


Halvorson: This product illus- 
trates the fact that there is much 
room for the application of new 
technology in the dairy industry 
To the extent that this new de 
velopment results in increased use 
of milk both domestically and 


abroad, the dairy industry and the 
public generally will tend to bene- 
fit. Mere development of the proc- 
ess is not sufficient, however. 
Marketing the product will involve 
nany problems which the industry 
itself will have to attack if the 
product is to be a success. 


What effect do you think this 
will have on house deliveries of 
milk? 


Graf; They probably will be re- 
duced because some people will 
substitute this product for home 
delivered milk. But some people 
will not want the bother of recon- 
stituting milk in the kitchen, As 
uur incomes rise and people gen 
erally are more well off, conven- 


ience not price is more im- 
portant so that the potential sav- 
ings offered by this product may 
tend to decrease in importance in 


the minds of consumers 

Furthermore, since the greatest 
potential benefit to consumers will 
be in deficit markets, the greatest 
change is likely to be there rath- 
er than in the Midwest 


It should be noted also that 
store deliveries constitute a large 
part of fluid sales in some mar 
kets. In Chicago, it is estimated 
that about 70 per cent of fluid 
sales are through stores. Conse- 
quently, the sterile concentrate 
would merely accentuate a trend 


which has long been underway.

What should we use 
for bedding? 


(Continued from page 1171) 


We tried using whole corncobs 
and wood chips as bases for straw 
and shavings in bedding yearling 
heifers. The wood chips gave a 
firmer bed for straw or shavings 
early in the fall and the heifers 
seemed to prefer lying on chips. 

The cobs tended to roll out some 
from the front of the shed and did 
not provide firm footing for the 
heifers. However, the heifers were 
kept cleaner on the cobs than on 
the chips before a manure pack 
was established. Once this manure 
pack was established, no apparent 
differences in either cleanliness or 
comfort were noted. 

The use of cobs or chips as a 
base seemed to save more of the 
liquid portion of the manure and 
also made the barn easier to clean. 
Ground corncobs were used in 
place of loose cobs in another 
loose-housing study. They provided 


a firmer base than did the whole 
cobs and compared quite favorably 
with the wood chips. 


Which should you use? 


Although we found some differ- 
ences among the bedding materials 
studied, any of them can be used 
with reasonable success on most 
dairy farms. What you use will 
depend largely on availability and 
costs. 

Under our conditions srnal! grain 
straw and wood shavings are most 
practical. Where available, saw- 
dust will make an excellent bed- 
ding and probably should be used 
as a bedding material by many 
more dairymen, Easy to handle 
and quite absorptive, it has un- 
doubtedly been overlooked as a 
bedding material on many farms. 

Because of their effect on com- 
fort and the cost of grinding, corn- 
cobs are probably not as useful as 
the materials mentioned above. Our 
experience would indicate that corn- 
husks and wood chips are least 
desirable for conventional stalls. 
Light and easily scattered, they 
are hard to keep in the stalls 

In loose housing, straw, husks, 
shredded corn fodder shavings, 
and sawdust are all useful bedding 
materials. Dairymen have a wider 
choice of bedding materials than 
most realize Availability, cost, 
storage facilities, ease of handling, 
and how clean it will keep your 
cows will help you in making your 
choice THE END

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Who qualifies 


for social 


security? 


All farmers, landlords, and hired farm 
workers must pay social security tax 
on earnings between $400 and $4,200.

inquiries have been received 
asking who qualifies for so- 
cial security benefits. 

Farm operators did not come un- 
der the Social Security Act until 
January 1, 19%. Since then changes 
have been made to clear up many 
provisions of the act. 

All farm operators, whether own- 
ers or renters, must pay self-em- 
ployment tax into the social se- 
curity funds when their net earn- 
ings are $400 or more and up to 
No tax is paid on earnings 
over $4,200. 

A landlord who rents his farm 
for cash or on shares can now 
come under social security, provid- 
ed he or she takes an active part 
in management decisions or the 
physical work of farm production 
It is not necessary to live on a 
farm to be covered. Farm owners 
who operate their farms entirely 
with hired help or custom work 
are considered self-employed. 

Whether the landowner actually 
participates in the farming opera- 
tion must be determined from all 
the facts in each case. Essential 
factors are the degree or extent 
to which the landowner: 

1. Actually performs physical 
work in the production of the farm 


LT) ‘eau the past year many 


commodities. 


2. Periodically inspects the pro- 
duction activities. 

3. Pays or assumes liability for 
a significant part of the production 
costs 

4. Periodically consults with the 
tenant regarding the production 
activities 

5. Furnishes a significant part of 
farm equipment used on farm 

6. Makes management decisions, 
which contribute to the success of 
the farm enterprise 

Some landowners do not mate- 
rially participate in management 
decisions or in actual production 
of crops and livestock. Such land- 
owners would Include: 

1. Absentee landlords who seldom 
visit the farm and 

2. Landlords who hire a farm 
manager or other service on a fee 
basis to represent them in man- 
agement of the farm 

Participation in the program is 
required of al) farmers, landlords, 
and hired farm workers whose 
earnings come within the minimum 
of $400 and a maximum of $4,200 
They must report the net earnings 
and pay the social security tax 
regardiess of age. If you go on 
working after you are 65 you will 


still pay into the social security 
fund if your earnings are large 
enough, 


Farm workers affected .. . 


Before 1951 farm workers did 
not come under social security. 
From 1951 to 1954 they were cov- 
ered only if the worker was em- 
ployed regularly on a full-time 
basis and for wages of $50 or 


more during a calendar quarter. 

An amendment in 1954 specified 
that farm workers and household 
help who were paid as much as 
$100 cash wages in any calendar 
year from one farmer employer, 
whether the work was regular or 
not, were covered This held 
through December 1956 

An amendment in 1956, which 
became effective January 1, 1957, 
provides new coverage for farm 
workers. 

Cash wages paid to a farm work- 
er by a farmer-employer are cov- 
ered if: 

1. Amount of cash wages in a 
calendar year is $150 or more or: 

2. the employee worked for the 
employer on 20 or more days dur 
ing the year. Cash wages of 
than $100 from any one farm em- 
ployer under the 20-day test are 
taxable for social security purposes 
but will not be credited as a quar 
ter of coverage. The farm worker 
must receive cash pay of at least 
$100 in a year to be credited with 
a quarter of coverage 


less 


When do farm persons qualify? 


Farmers, farm landlords, and 
farm workers who are near or 
past the retirement age are con- 


cerned with the time required to 
qualify for retirement payments 
The time varies with the date a 


person reathes retirement age or 
dies. Retirement age for men is 
65 and for women it is 62. The 
amount of work required is meas- 
ured in “quarters of coverage.” 


These are equivalent to calendar 
quarters or 3-month periods 

A farmer or qualified farm land- 
lord gets 4 quarters of coverage 
for each year in which he has $400 
or more of self-employment earn- 
ings from farming. A hired worker 
gets 1 quarter of coverage for 
each $100 of agricultural wages in 
a year, but not more than 4 quar- 
ters a year.

have a social security account- 
number card 
If you never had such a card, 


you can get one by filling out 
Form SS5. This form can be ob- 
tained at your local post office or 
nearest social security office. Fill 
it out and mail to your social 
security office. 

If you hire workers you need 
an employer's identification num- 
ber. You get this by filling out 
Form SS4 and sending it to the 
District Director of Internal Rev- 
enue. After this is filed with the 
Internal Revenue Service, you will 
receive your farm number and 
information about social security 
tax. You will also receive the nec- 
essary forms to fill out for each 
of the workers hired on your farm. 

Any farmer who pays a farm 
worker $150 or more in cash wages 


in 1957 must report all the cash 
wages up to $4,200 paid to that 
employee during the year. He must 


send the social security tax of 4% 
per cent to the Internal Revenue 
Service; 2% per cent of cash wages 
is the employer's tax. The other 
2% per cent is taken out of the 
employee's wages 


Planning for retirement 


Older farmers, especially those 
who are near age 63 or older, may 
wish to plan for the highest pos- 
sible net farm income up to $4,200 
in order to qualify for the largest 
retirement payments possible 

Fach farmer should size up his 
own farm, family, and personal sit- 
uation as a basis for deciding what 
level of average net farm earnings 
he will try to reach. Factors to be 
considered in making this decision 
include the size and organization 
of his farm; the equity he has in 
the farm and personal property; 
his savings and insurance; the ar- 


rangement he has made for trans- 
ferring the farm to a son or other 
person; his own physical ability. 


This may mean paying higher in- 
come taxes, but many older farm- 
ers will find it to their advantage 
to pay higher income taxes in or- 
der to qualify for larger social] 
security benefit payments 

Some farm operators may wish 
to: 

1, Time the sale of cash crops 
ind market livestock 

2. Shift from rapid depreciation 
method to the slower straight-line 
meti. . for grain storage, other 
improvements and machinery 

3. Elect to treat soil and water- 
conservation costs as capital im- 
provements rather than as current 


operating expenses. 

4. Dispose of some depreciable 
capital items to reduce the total 
depreciation, 

5. Reduce operating costs to a 
minimum. 

Some landlords, especially the 
older ones, may wish to increase 


their efforts to obtain the highest 
possible income to qualify for the 
largest retirement payments pos- 
sible. 


Earnings after retirement . . 


farmer is receiving re- 
payments from social se 
can still have a limited 
amount of other income. He can 
receive cash wages or net earn- 
ings from self-employment up to 
$1,200 a year and still receive all 
his monthly payments from age 65 
to 72. After he is 72 he can earn 
any amount and still 
his monthly payments 
After he is receiving benefit 
payments, a retired person can re- 
ceive any amount from interest, 
rent, dividends, and principal pay- 
ments from sale of a farm or 
other property. The reason is that 
income from these sources is earn- 
ings from capital investment in- 
stead of self-employment,

He stated that price supports 
should be used “at levels which 
provided needed stability without 
piling up surpluses.” 

Representative Kalph Harvey 
(R-Ind.): “The stalemate on farm 
legislation in the last Congress 
made painfully evident the need 
for cooperation. Discord divided 
and weakened the forces of agri- 
culture and enabled those repre- 
senting consumer groups to block 
constructive legislation. We saw 


commodity groups cotton, corn, 
wheat, dairy, and livestock, to 
name a few — feuding with one 


another and the spectacle to me 
was almost sickening. It was then, 
ind is now, ‘no way to run a rail- 
road.” We must work together or 
none will be served.” 

He further stated that the com- 
modity approach offers the best 
promise of tempering the conflict- 
ing interest of U. S. agriculture. 

EK. M. Norton, secretary of the 
National Milk Producers Federa- 
tion: In his annual report, Nor 








ton called an members “to keep | 


abreast of national affairs.” He 
stated that unless this is done and 
effort applied, local gains can oe 
wiped out by national reverses 

He further emphasized that the 
federation has not anly the prob- 
lem of securing an improved peace- 
time dairy program but that in- 
tensive effort must be applied to 
continuing past and present pro- 
grams of value to dairy farmers 
He cited price supports, import 
controls, sctrool lunch and special 
school milk programs, and the con- 
tinuation of the national disease 
control effort as examples of pro- 
grams which benefit dairy farm- 
ers but which must be continued 

“These programs have a cumu- 
lative effect,” Norton said, “they 
supplement the price support pro- 
gram and serve to get dairy prod- 
ucts into consumption instead of 
into government warehouses.” 

Senator Hubert H. Humphrey 
(D-Minn.): In a hard - hitting 
speech, the senatcr charged that 
there “is a calloused lack of con- 
cern about what is happening in 
agriculture.” He asserted § that 
“molders of public opinion” are ig- 
norant of basic agricultural eco 
nomics. He described the situation 
as “shocking,” and went on to 
state, “In our economy we have in- 
fiatfon in most sections while we 
have had deflatian in agriculture 
The prescription for inflation con- 
trol has not worked.” 


He urged the dairymen to be 
strong in asking for what they 
wanted but to be certain § they 
asked for only what they deserve 
He maintained that farmers have 
every right to turn to government 
to strengthen their bargaining 
power.

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Leukemia 

Within a two-week period re- 
cently we saw two cases of leu- 
kemia on two different § farms. 


You may well be wondering: What 
is so startling about that? Only 
the fact that leukemia, a blood 
disease, is not frequently seen 
The disease affects all breeds 
of cattle and all ages. However, 
adults are most susceptible. Other 
names for the disease are pseudo- 
leukemia, leukemic lymphocytoma, 
and cancer of the blood. The dis- 
ease is fatal. There is no cure 
Cause of leukemia is not known 
There is evidence, however, that 
it is transmitted by inheritance 


One of the things which takes 
place is an abnormal development 
of the immature leucocytes (white 


Usually there 
increase in the number 
of these cells As the disease 
progresses many tumors are 
formed in all of the lymph glands 
and nodes of the body

Sometimes a dullness de- 
velops and there is gradual loss of 
appetite and condition, which is 
noted a week or two before the 
typical symptoms develop 

As the disease progresses, 
breathing becomes more labored 
The mucous membranes usually 
become pale 

Occasionally

If tumors develop in the brain,

In norma! blood of cattle there 
are five different types of blood 
cells. The type we are most con- 
cerned with in leukemia are the 
lymphocytes. They constitute about 
64 per cent of total white cells 

When the leucocyte count goes 
above the percentage stated, leu- 
kemia often is suspected. Animals 
which have died from the disease 
usually reveal symmetrical and 


marked enlargements of the lymph

De greatly enlarged. Other organs 
of the body may show enlarge- 
ments or irregular tissue masses.

SHIFTING EDEMA 


I have a 22-year-old Guernsey 
cow that has swelling come up at 
times and then go away. The first 
time it was in her right flank all 
around the fore udder and seemed 


like the skin of the fore udder 
around the edge but not the gland 
itself. Then it went down. A 


while later the other one did that; 
would go as far out on the udder 
as to the bottom, never getting 
as far under as the teat. Only 
seemed to affect the skin or a 
little more of the udder. It waan't 
a burst milk vein. 

Later she swelled on one side, 
then the other on her thigh above 


the rear udder attachments, then 
the bottom of her brisket, then 
the left side of her flank again, 


then her left elbow and the upper 
part of her leg, and finally going 
on down below the knee. 

She hasn't been swollen around 
the eyes, nose, mouth, or rectum 
to my knowledge. Do you have 
any idea or know someone who 
might Know what it is and what 
to do for it?

From the description and history 


of the shifting edema in your 
heifer, we are unable to determine 
the cause of such a condition. It 
is possible there is a circulatory 
disturbance that possibly may be 
caused by a heart weakness 


Your veterinarian may wish to 
consider administering some P.O.P 
or posterior pituitin intravenously, 
and placing the animal on organic 
jodine compound. This is just a 
suggestion.
